Pursuant to statutory requirements, the following is a 
description of the activities undertaken with 1985 through 1987 
CDBG funds and an assessment of the relationship of the use of 
funds to local and national program objectives.

For the national objectives, the term “Low/Mod" 
indicates that the activity benefits low and moderate income 
persons; the term "Slum/Blight" indicates that the activity aids 
in the prevention or elimination of slums and blight. None of 
these activities serve the national objective of meeting 
particularly urgent community development needs.
